Regarding applicant's argument that Barber does not disclose a recessed writing surface: the claim limitation "a recessed writing 
surface" interpreted broadly is interpreted as a writing surface with recesses in it. Barber discloses surfaces (116, 118 See Fig. 8) 
comprising recesses (recesses 154), therefore these surface are considered to be recessed surfaces. 

Regarding applicant's argument that references numerals 40 and 70 do no exist in Fig. 8: Examiner inadvertently used the incorrect 
reference numerals to point out the cover sections/writing surfaces of Fig. 8. It is clear that surfaces 116 and 1 18 were meant to be referred 
to in Fig. 8 as they contain the recesses 154, they are the same structural features as 40 and 70 in a previous embodiment. All limitations of 
the claimed invention are disclosed by Barber's embodiments in combination with Butcher. 
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
